The school in Division No. 1 has been taught this year by Miss 
Ida M. Slack, and that this is her third year in this school is of it- 
self sufficient evidence of the high estimation in which she is held as 
teacher. At the close of the fall term an entertainment was given 
in the town hall to obtain funds to purchase a flag for the school- 
house, which was well attended, all the pupils taking part in such a 
manner as to reflect credit on both teacher and scholars. A flag 
was purchased, which at the closing exercises of the winter term 
was presented to the district. Miss Slack has merited and has re- 
ceived the approbation and hearty cooperation of the parents and 
friends of the school in Division No. tr. 

Division No. 2. The school was taught by Miss Annie I. Hanley, 
a graduate of Robinson Female Seminary and a resident of thz 
district, who, though she had not had much experience in teach- 
ing, entered the school with a determination to succeed. She 
soon won the good will of her scholars by her interest in them both 
in and out of school, and her methods of instruction have been such 
that the school has made good progress in all branches taught, 
though sustaining a loss by the removal from town of some of the 
most advanced pupils. 

Drvision No. 3.—The spring and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Mary F. Barker, who is also a graduate of Robinson Female Semi- 
nary and a resident of the district. The attendance at the spring 
term was not as large as usual, owing to prevalence of whooping 
cough. In the fall term Miss Barker was assisted in the youngest 
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classes by Miss Mary Gowen; a member of the school. This 
was Miss Barker’s first experience in teaching, and she _ labor- 
ed faithfully for the welfare of the school, with a fair degree 
of success. ‘During the fall term a flag was presented to this 
school by Mrs. Flora Hilliard. a former teacher, and the pa- 
rents and friends invited to be present at its raising, on which oc- 
casion the exercises were interesting and the school made a good 
appearance. For the winter term we were fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss Alice W. Batchelder, of Hampton, a teacher of 
much experience, under whose care the school has made such _ ad- 
vancement as we can only expect when the teacher is thorough 
and enthusiastic, and we sincerely hope her services may be re- 
tained. 

Division No. 4. This school was taught by Miss Florence W. 
Weeks, of Exeter, a teacher of experience, who had previously 
taught one term in this school, and her earnest efforts in the behalf 
ofthe scholars met with the good success which they deserved. 
Especially to be noticed was the improvement in reading and the 
prompt manner of recitation. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 


There has been no change made in the text books used during 
the year, but at the opening of the fall term the schools were all 
supplied with Goodrich’s School Charts, which have been generally 
introduced into the schools throughout the'state. They consist of 
charts of Reading, Writing, Drawing, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geo- 
graphy, U.S. History, Physiology and Hygiene and Civil Govern- 
ment, in all 36 in number, conveniently arranged in an iron frame, 
and are used as aids to oral and text-book instruction, though con- 
taining, especially the one on Civil Government, much desirable 
information not found in any text-book. The Geographical charts 
consist of nine good maps which have supplied a want in those 
rooms where there were none. It will be seen that they are of use 
to all, from the youngest scholar who learns to read by word from 
them, to the most advanced scholars in our schools, and any mat- 
ter of general instruction is as readily taught a school as one_ pupil. 
The teachers have expressed much pleasure inthe help they have 
been to them in teaching, and we trust they will prove of lasting 
benefit to the schools. 
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Perfection is no more to be expected in our schools than else- 
where, but we feel sure that earnest and faithful work has been 
done on the part of our teachers. That the scholars have desir- 
ed to learn and have rendered prompt obedience to their teachers 
has been generally reported, and they have been prompt in their 
attendance at school, our “roll of honor ”’ showing that nearly one- 
half the scholars in town have attended school one term without 
being either absent or tardy. ‘That our schools compare favorably 
with those of surrounding towns is proved by the fact that those of 
our schoJars who have attended higher schools away have been able 
to enter classes with those of their own age who have had the privi- 
lege of attending graded schools. 

As to arrangements, and matters connected with them for equal- 
izing our schools, with reference to the number of scholars, we have 
found it not always easy to decide what was best. Whatever efforts 
we have made in this direction, with a view of giving equal advan- 
tages to all, have not met the approval of parents. 

We recommend that appropriations of money be made sufficient 
to replaster the school room in Division No. 3, to make new steps at 
' the door, also to repair the fences around the yards in Divisions 3 
and 4 and to complete the well in Division No. 2. 

With the hope that greater interest may be taken by all our people 
in the education of the young, that the future may be more fruitful 
in results than the past has been, the writer of this report respect- 
fully declines further service.
